The discrimination charge 
was based on speech and mus- 
cular handicaps. Tagg takes 
pills that dry her mouth. which 
cuuses her to slur words. Frost 
had commented on it several 
times, she explained to the 
senate. 

“It's hard to say why she 
was removed,’ Frost told the 
senate. He was spending two 
hours a day handling 
problems of the summer 
board, he went on. That is 
what the coordinator is for and 
since Tagg’s removal, things 
have run smoothly, he added. 

Tagg and Frost presented 
their cases with rebuttals by 
each, followed by questioning 
from the senate. Under ques- 
tioning. Tagg conceded errors 
in her presentation and in her 
actions as coordinator. 
Although the mistakes were 
small, the admissions _ but- 
tressed Frost's argument that 
Tagg was incapable of han 
diing the responsibilities of 
coordinator.

McKoane's--And Bond's--Day In Court

Monday Director of Student 
Activities Margaret (Peg) 
McKoane had her hearing in 
Superior Court for a writ of 
mandate to be placed on CSUS 
President James Bond 

Heartag the case was Judge 
Stull with attorney Talmadge 
Jones representing the At- 
torney-General's office or 
Bond's lawyer, and Attorney 
John Poswall representing 
Peg McKoane. The hearing 
was to get the court to issue a 
writ of mandate to remove 
Bond from making the final 
decision on McKoane's 
grievance hearing 

In the opening statement 
Attorney John Poswall 
pointed out that the key of 
contention was that an in- 
dividual cannot judge himself 
on his credibility. To back this 
contention Attorney Poswall 
cited among other cases a 
case dated back to 1610, the 
“Bonham Case.”"’ This case 
has been the basis for all 
future decisions made that 
support attorney Poswall’s 
position. 

The opening statement of 
attorney Jones stressed that 
the burden of proof was on the 
plaintiff (McKoane) to prove 
that Bond had actually a per- 
sonal bias in relation to 
McKoane's” grievance 
hearing. That, in fact, if Dr. 
Bond to give anadverse ruling 
on her case he (Bond) must 
give ‘‘compelling’’ reasons 
why. Therefore, if there was a 
bias it would become obvious 
in his reasoning for his 
decision. Jones also stated 
cases, most of them recent 
decisions, that backed his 
contention that Bond could 
make a fair decision. 


The first witness for Peg 
McKoane was Dr. Joseph 
Heller of the psychology 
department on campus. What 
arose as the key argument 
with Heller's testimony was 
that he was called to testify on 
what he had heard stated dur- 
ing the grievance hearings. 

Heller was the U.P.C 
observer at those hearings. 
Jones’ objections were that 
this would be hearsay 
evidence on hearsay evidence 
which would not be in form 
with the “best testimony 
rule.”’ Also, that it would be 
better to hear the tapes of 
those hearings. The judge 
disagreed and overruled 
Jones. Heller was to state 
what he recalled what was 
said at those hearings as tes- 
timony. The purpose ac- 
cording to Poswall was to es- 
tablish the conflict of 
statements at those hearings. 

Out of this first testimony 
arose the three main 
argumentive statements 
which kept appearing 
throughout the hearing. They 
were, 1) Dr. Anderson's 
statement that Dr. Inabnit 
told him (Anderson) that at a 
meeting between  Inabnit,

Bond, and Dean of Students 
Norm Better, it was allegedly 
said that they were “going to 
move McKoane down and 
out.” 

At the grievance hearing, 
Inabnit denied that he said 
that to Anderson. Jones also 
had Inabnit in court to 
reiterate that he did not say 
that to Anderson. The other 
two grievance’ testimonies 
were those of Kathy Barry, 
(women’s advocate on cam- 
pus) and the student Tomlin- 
son. In all cases each tes- 
timony was denied by the 
other side which left iton issue 
of who was telling the truth 
This was not the purpose of 
this court hearing 

The next witness called by 
Poswall was President Bond. 
Previously, Poswall asked 
Heller if a man in Bond's 
position could make an objec- 
tive decision. Heller, who was 
recognized as an ‘‘expert’’ 
witness on_ psychological 
matters, felt that a maninthis 
position could not do _ so. 
However, Bond, also con- 
sidered an ‘‘expert’’ witness 
on such matters stated he 
could as it was his job as well 
as being trained to do so.

So it went, back and forth, 
with the court hearing becom- 
ing at times a Semantics 
game. Other witnesses called 
were Professor Marrow of the 
psychology department and 
McKoane herself. 

McKoane’s attorney’ s sum- 
mation stated that it was not 
the duty of the court of who 
was telling the truth. But, 
whether Peg McKoane could 
receive a fair and impartial 
decision from Bond. After the 
grievance hearing the 
decision would be made by the 
hearings officer as to which 
side was right or telling the 
truth — Bond's side or the 
other side's witnesses. 

The next step then in the 
procedure would be for 
Poswall to go to President 
Bond and make the plea that 
Bond was wrong. Poswall 
believed Bond could not make 
that decision and that it would 
be biased because’ Bond 
already had stated publically 
that he was the one telling the 
truth. 

Bond's attorney, Jones’ 
summation stressed that all 
the evidence against Bond's 
bias toward McKoane was 
hearsay. There was no proof 
that he was biased and that 
any good administrator must 
be involved to some extent 
with the workings going on 
below him. Bond had not been 
proven too personally _ in- 
volved. 


The court is now in the 
process of making its decision. 
However, it is not likely this 
case will stop here. Ina more 
heated moment Jones threw 
out the statement “it looks like 
we will be going to an 
Appeilate Court anyway. ”’

First Week Success 
For World Football

In 1959 a 26-year-old Texas 
millionaire was refused a NFL 
franchise in his hometown of 
Dallas. The man was Lamar 
Hunt and he decided that the 
only way for Dallas to have a 
professionali football team 
was to start a new league. And 
he did, calling it the American 
Football League. 

By late 1959, thenew league 
had franchises in eight cities, 
Boston, Buffalo, New York, 
Houston, Dallas, Los Angeles, 
Denver and Minneapolis. 
Later Minneapolis moved to 
the NFL. 

The first game played inthe 
“Other League’’ was on 
September 9, 1960 at Boston. 
The visiting Denver Broncos 
beat the Boston Patriots 13-10. 

Nearly 14 years later anew 
outfit called the World Foot- 
ball League began it’s season. 
The league franchises are 
New York, Jacksonville, 
Houston, Florida, Hawaii, 
Philadelphia, Portland, Mem- 
phis, Detroit, Birmingham, 


Southern California and 
Chicago. 

Many peopie thought that 
the old AFL, like the WFL 
wouldn’t make it. But last 
week the WFL proved it could 
come on _ strong. Crowds 
averaged over 45,000, more 
than was expected by the 
founder and president of the 
WFL, Gary Davidson. Fifty- 
three thousand fans showed up 
in Birmingham, which has 
waited years for a pro football 
franchise. Philadelphia drew 
45,000 and Chicago had an 
attendance of over 42,000. 
Crowds in all the franchise 
sites were more than ex- 
pected. 

The old AFL struggled in 
it's first few years, but 
emerged as an important part 
of football in America and took 
the competition as well as 
matching it from the original 
NFL. It won't be certain what 
the outcome of the World Foot- 
ball League will be until a 
couple of years from now. But 
one thing is certain, the league 
got off to a splendid start.

Smug they 
are admidst their stagnation 
and the status quo they hold to, 
at the expense of an ackward 
institution that refuses to be 
flexible amidst the changing 
times of adaptation. 

There has been con- 
frontation with the Hornet 
Foundation concerning 
POWER and its control. In 
1972 the siudent body opposed 
the POWERSTRUCTURE of 
the Hornet Foundation and 
made a slight impact. I would 
like to share this history with 
you now 

Spearheaded by an idealis- 
tic reformer named Brad 
Booth the Associated Students 
organized and defeated the 
reactionaries controling the 
Hornet Foundation and made 
a noticeable impact. As En- 
viornmental and Consumer 
Affairs Cooridator associated 
with the Student Government 
Booth tried to get the Hornet 
Foundation to stop useing 
fome cups because of their 
slow rate of decomposition 
The opposition he recieved 
was So intense that he became 
determined to do something 
about it. Booth joined the 
Board of Directors of the 
Hornet Foundation and 
attempted to organize the 
other student members of the 
board into a voting block. The 
Board being composed of nine 
members was reactionary due 
to the consolidation of power 
inwhich the administration 
sought to maintain 

The major reactionary 
figure in this Board was a man 
named Stan Pretzer, who is 
the chief finical officer of cam- 
pus administration. He was 
presiding as the represen- 
tative of the administration 
for the Hornet Foundation. His 
presence was challenged by 
Booth who rallied support in 
behalf of his removal due to 
Pretzer's allofness to the 
needs of the students. Booth 
and company presured the ad- 


ME 
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ministration to have Pretzer 
removed and he was replaced 
by Norman Better who tends 
to be incloser atunement with 
the students that businessman 
Stan. 

With Pretzer gone and 
Better on the board the 
student consolidation rallied 
five out of the nine votes to 
have fome cups taken off and 
paper cups on. One might 
think: ‘‘what’s the big deal.”’ 
The cup confrontation was a 
battle to see who was going to 
control the Board of Directors 
of the Hornet Foundation. The 
effect was thus: student 
power sought to investigate 
the exective of the Hornet 
Foundation and found him to 
be irresponsible in his duties 
and had the man relieved of 
his job. This man was named 
Webb and he heid the position 
of Exective Director befor 
Kar! Lorenzen took the job in 
1973. Thus the Board of Direc- 
tors took the authority to 
replace its Cooridator. 

OnJune 10, 1974 Alternative 
Food Service was proposed to 
the Hornet Foundation and its 
chairman, Walliamer, stated 
that Karl Lorenzen is the boss 
and the Board of Directors is 
nothing but an advisory coun- 
cil to this Exective Director 
The student government on 
the otherhand states that the 
by-laws of the Hornet Foun- 
dation says that the Board of 
Directors are a DECISION 
MAKING BODY. What we 
learned about this decision 
making body June 10, 1974was 
that “Big Stan the Man’ once 
again presided at the Board of 
Director's council and 
deministrated his influence as 
a factor to be reconked with. It 
seems that Karl Lorenzen is 
influenced by Stan Pretzer 
who tends to be his connection 
with the administration. At 
the expense of the 
unorganized student body, the 
Hornet Foundation has once 
again fallen back into the 
reactionary hands of the ad- 
ministration. 

The YEAR OF THE 
STUDENTS will be challeng- 
ing this power block with a 
new cast of organized 
contenders to re_ institute 











student control of the Hornet 
Foundation. Up to bat for the 
Student body will be out 
student body president 
himself, Terry Frost, along 
with senate chairwomanChris 
Cervantes and representative 
Silva Almos and a un-named 
dorm representative to 
represent us (the students) at 
the Board of Director's 
Meetings of the Hornet Foun- 
dation. 


Purhaps_ progressive 
changes can happen here at 
CSUS if there be those of us 
who keep on replacing those 
reformers who start someth- 
ing and then get fed-up and 
drop out. The administration 
can not ‘sit on its hands’’ 
forever, and as long as there 
are students to put the pres- 
sure on them they will have to 
adapt 

Dear students do not be af- 
fraid to challenge the system, 


it deserves to be challengedon 


many issues. Your education 
is more than your classes, try 
plugging in to what is happen- 
ing around here; the student 
body can use some fresh 
energy. 

To sum up this power trip 
Statement our old trouble 
maker, President Bond is 
holding back the money the 
Student Government needs to 
operate Student Activities. We 
pay this fee out of our tuition 
and it is to be used by the 


Student Government for 
Student Activities.

With the suspicion growing 
that the nine Supremes are 
unable to administer theirown 
court's routine business af- 
fairs with equity or efficiency, 
the boys in black have 
lessened themselves again 
with some of their recent 
decisions. Their latest pronun- 
ciamento on obscenity is 
calculated to depress and 
madden people on both sides 
of this never-settled point of 
law. 

Only a year ago the court 
ruled that obscenity was 
anything that a jury said 
offended local standards of 
taste. Obnoxious as this ruling 
has to be to First Amendment 
lovers, at least it seemed that 
the court had ended the con- 
troversy in a manner that 
everybody could understand. 
The law was clear: the

smallest and angriest spints 
in the Baptist and Catholic 
churches, our two largest 
religious bodies, would be em- 
powered to censure our 
movies. 

But no. The Supremes have 
overruled the Georgia courts 
which had banned the movie 
‘Carnal Knowledge,"’ withthe 
result that now nobody can tell 
you what the obscenity laws 
are. Local standards of taste 
have been dumped for no 
known standards of taste. This 
is fine for the lawyers who 
make more money when the 
judges make the law more 
obscure, but the rest of us 


would just as soon not spend . 


our time and resources suing 
and being sued because the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States is incapable of stating 
the law in a manner that a 
reasonable person can 
understand. 


Hard to Understand 


The Supremes did the same th- 
ing in arecent ruling changing 
the law of libel. As in the 
obscenity case, it matters less 
whether you agree with them 











about the sharks in the bay. 
Sharks in the bay are a health 
hazard to swimmers, young 
and old alike. 

It is fortunate that no one 
has yet been maimed, but we 
can not affort to sit back and 
wait until someone is dis- 
figured for life or, heaven for- 
bid, even killed before action 
is taken 

We propose that a barrier 
be constructed to keep the ras- 
cals at sea where they belong 
And we are not thinking about 
some paltry underwater net 
No sirree 

A solid concrete wall stret- 
ching from sea bottom to 30 
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or you don't than whether you 
can understand them. In this 
matter their meaning is in- 
comprehensible to all save the 
packs of litigious lawyers 
roaming about in hopes of get- 
ting their clients to bankrupt 
themselves by filing a law 
suit. They understand all 
right. 

The Supremes don't always 
disfigure meaning by dousing 
it with the opaque muck of 
Delphic viscosity. Some days 
you can read a Supreme Court 
decision forever. Consider 
their ruling, not long ago, on 
class-action suits requiring 
that anyone filing such a suit 
notify all the other members 
of the class that he has done so 
This may not put class-action 
suits out of business com- 
pletely, but it will certainly 
discourage them. 

The case the court ruled on 
shows why a certain Morton V. 
Eisen brought suit against 
certain members of the New 
Y ork Stock Exchange alleging 
they had violated the antitrust 
law. Morton himself only 
claimed $70 in damages, har- 
diy enough to bring an enor- 
mously complicated and ex- 
pensive suit whichhas already 
been in the law courts more 
than six years. ‘‘Nocompetent 
attorney wouid undertake this 
complex antitrust action to 
recover so inconsequential an

The issue before Congress 
for the last four years is whut 
kind of national health in 
surance’ In the flurry of 
proposed plans and revisions 
of plans, it us difficult for most 
people to keep track of the 
differences and promises con 
tained in the various bills now 
pending 

One way to stnp the con 
fusion away is for citizens to 
ask their senators and 
representatives if they can 
answer the following ques 
tions about the plan they ex 
pect to vote for 

1. Will the national heaitn

Paul Healy of the New York 
Daily News essentially what 
the junior assistant had told 
me at the Kremlin. Ziegler 
confided to a reporter that at 
times in the Middle East, par- 
ticularly in Cairo and during a 
tiring train ride from Cairo to 
Alexandria, the President had 
been in “severe pain” and 
“terrible pain.’’

Gen. Haig might 
have been or prentended to be 
outraged by the question. He 
accepted it as a senous ques- 
tion. He said that so tar as he 
knew the President had no 
such wish or thought. Ronald 
Ziegler reacted differently to 
a somewhat different ques- 
tion. When Ziegler was asked 
whether Dr. Tkach had dis- 
cussed with others on the staff 
a possibility of disablement 
short of death, Ziegler 
misunderstood the question. 
He took it to be a revival of the 
notion, more popular in late 
1972 and early 1973 than it’s 
been lately. that Mr. Nixon 
was toving with the thought of 
pleading physical disability 
and resigning when and if 
impeachment and conviction 
became certain. Ziegler said 
that the President was not 
thinking of using his phlebitis

Protection for Small Investors 


Does it matter? Yes. Class- 
action suits of this sort have 
gotten a lot of small investors 
their money back when they 
have been rooked. And where 
that hasnt been possible 
because the sums are too 
small or the people too 
scattered, such suits have 
forced a number ot executives 
to pay back the money into the 
corporations treasury In 
ther words they have not 
heen able to get away with 
what they were doing. By the 
same token a suit can be used 
on behalf of customers who 
have been wronged in this 
same marginal way, which 
doesnt make it worth their 
while to go to court on their 
own. Class-action suits have 
made it more dangerous for 
businessmen to think they can 
get away withtheft by stealing 
small amounts of money from 
large numbers of people 


The beauty of class-action 
suits is that they create a 
cadre of lawyers who function 
as district attorneys for profit. 
These class-action lawyers 
have a stronger incentive to 
win than official distnect at- 
torneys. because the private 
attorneys get zero bucks if 
they blow the gig and lose 
Allowing private bounty 
hunters to serve themselves 
for their own gain by policing 
the corporations is a superior 
way of getting law en- 
forcement than relying on the 
feeble vagaries of the 
regulatory agencies. Here the 
punishment for white-collar 
crime comes in a fashion 
calculated to discourage 
others. The payment of res- 
titution and damages. 


It is just these virtures that 
the politicians on the bench 
and in the legislature don’t 
like. The simple and effective 
redress of grievances might 
inspire the citizenry to yet 
broader expectations of jus- 
tice. That hope has been 
knocked on the head for the 
time being, but for the per- 
plexed there will always be 
dirty movies.

Vets On The March 


In 1937 when the 
government reneged on its 
promise of bonuses to World 
War I veterans, eight veterans 
started walking to Washington 
D.C. trom Oregon 

After three months 26.000 
veterans and their families 
were camped out in 
Washington Troops were 
called to roust the protesters 
and afterwards a_ shocked 
Amencan public cred out 
against the government, caus- 
ing it to give up what had been 
promised. 

On July 4, 1974 over a 
thousand members of what is 
called The Second American 
Bonus March Coalition held a 
march from Malcolm X Park 
in Washington down 14th 
Street to Lalayette Park. ac- 
ross the street from the White 
House 

The coalition. consisting of 
the American GL. Forum, the 
American Veterans 
Movement, and the National 
Association for Puerto Rican 
Civil Rights, held a rally in 
Latayette Park to protest 
what they call “the National 
Veterans Crisis 


Since the Fourth the 
coalition has held a vigil at 
Lalayette Park. vowing to 
maintain it until the veterans 
rights have been granted 
Among the _ coalition’s 
demands are more and better 
hospital care from. the 
Veteran s Administration, ex- 
pansion of veteran's outreach 
programs with special em- 
phasis on Spanish speaking 
and minority veterans, 
humane non-institutionalized 
homes for disabled or elderly 
veterans, a raising of 
veteran's benefits to the level 
granted World War Il 
veterans and more represen 
tation of Viet-Nam Era 
veterans in the Veterans Ad- 
ministration 

The veterans have vowed to 
keep struggling as long as 
necded. According to Bill 
Unger, National Coordinator 
of Public Relations for 
\ VM... “The second Bonus 
March is only the beginning in 
our struggle to bring to light 
the gross injustices and in 


dignities veterans in this 
nation are suffering today

unions belong to the CLC. 


“There is no one strong 
mechanism to get the word 
out. It’s a hassle trying to get 
out to every labor person in 


Sacramento. That is the 
problem,’’ he emphasized. 

He is ‘gratified’ for the 
financial support given by 


CLC members to the UFW. 
AFL-CIO people “won't be on 
the streetcorners’’ picketing, 
Serna pointed out, since their 
most valuable contributions 
will be financial and the honor- 
ing of the head lettuce, grapes 
and Gallo wine boycott 


In order to obtain AFL-CIO 
recognition of the boycott, the 
UFW agreed to abandon the 
secondary boycott. Some com- 
plain that letting go of the 
secondary boycott deprived 
the UFW of bargaining 
leverage in asking stores not 
to stock boycott products. 

No longer fearing being 
boycotted themselves, stores 
that once did not carry 
boycotted primary products 
are stocking them again. 

Serna disagrees. *‘We lost 
some ground, but we gained 
more with the endorsement. 
We needed the AFL-CIO's sup- 
port 

A primary boycott is of 
specific products — the head 
lettuce, grapes, Gallo wine, 
for instance. A_ secondary 
boycott is of a store or chain, 
for example, the old Safeway 
boycott 

There will be a lot of 
political activity by the UFW 
supporting Democratic can- 


didates this summer, he 
predicted. ‘“‘Cesar (Chavez) 
sees that the UFW 


legislatively, will go nowhere 
until there isa Democratic ad 
ministration in office 

In the past, Chavez shunned 
the legislative route, feeling 
that for the UFW. there was no 
such thing as a good law. The 
Burton-Altorre bill, presently 
in committee, is the first bill 
that the UFW has actively sup- 
ported
